REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Montgomery et al(U.S. PG Pub No. 2003/0101 143) discloses a secure indicia printing 
system/method for generating and printing an indicium on an object. 
JP41 1328463 A, Davies Brad L. discloses a postage stamp print system giving notice of 
error of printer safely. 

However, neither Montgomery nor Davies singularly or in combination discloses the 
recited feature: 

As per claims 1 and 17 " obtaining a digital image of said other printed material and 
generating characterizing information descriptive of aspects of said image, said aspects 
being selected from the group consisting of, lengths of elements of said image, numbers 
of outliers in said image, and shapes of said image or of elements of said image, said 
characterizing information being selected to fit within said indicium, cryptographically 
authenticating said characterizing information and other information, generating said 
indicium to be representative of said cryptographically authenticated information, said 
object's relationship to said indicium verified by regenerating said characterizing 
information from said other printed material and comparing said regenerated 
characterizing information recovered from said indicium, and copies of said indicium can 
not easily be used without detection on other objects which do not include said other 
printed material".
